SEQUEL TO A SOLDIER’S

The tragic sequel to a soldier’s un- 
expected home-coming was investi- 
gated at Brighouse when an in uest 
was. held on Geo, Taylor Birkhead 
(43), dyers’ labourer, of Turnpike-st., 
Elland. who met his death during an 
altercation with Pte. Jas. Moran (38), 
Duke of Wellington’s Regt., whose 
home-is at 2, Vine-st., Brighouse.— 


Mrs. Moran said her husband came 
home early on Sunday morning un- 
expectedly, and found Birkhead up- 


stairs in the children’s bedroom. She 
admitted, however, that the man had 
been in her bedroom. There was an 
altercation, Moran eventually “ jab- 
bing” Birkhead with a bayonet and 
severing the jugular vein, and the man 
died a few minutes later.—Pte. 
Moran: Will you tell me how many 
times this man hag been with you 
these past few week-ends?—Witness 
(in a voice scarcely audible): Several— 
Acording to P.C. Phillips, a soldier 
told him in the street that he had 
better go back with him, as he had 
killed a man. ‘‘He has ruined my 
wife and family,’ Moran told the 
policeman, “and when I came home 
this morning I found him in the house 
with my wife. He gave me a ‘lot of 
old buck, and I struck him twice 
with my bayonet.”—When a police- 
sergeant went to the house he found 
Birkhead lying on the flags of the 
court attired in his boots, trousers, 
waistcoat, and shirt, and wearing only 
1 stocking.—The jury returned a ver- 
dict of manslaughter under great pro- 
vocation against Moran.—Moran was

DISASTER. 
17 DROWNED IN M@RECAMBE BAY. 


A party of 17 who set out on a fish- 
ing expedition in Morecambe Ba 
have apparently been -drown 
through the capsizing of their boat, a 
halflecked sailing vessel 20ft. long. 
The boat, in charge of Wm. Johnson 
and his 2 sons, sailed from Ulverston 
late on Saturday night in company 
with another fishing boat in charge 
of Thos, Gardner. ‘They went out to- 
wards the open sea on the ebb tide. 
They started to return on Sunday 
morning. A strong tide was running 
and a passenger in Gardner’s boa: 
saw. the other vessel strike a sand- 
bank. Her mast, sails and gear were 
carried away, and she- disappeared 
with all on board. Gardner put his 
boat about, but could find no trace 
of anyone. He himself was on the 
sandbank for a while, but got off on 
the rising tide: Later in the. day the 
wrecked ‘boat was found off Alding- 
ham. A punt-.which she had n 
towing was not damaged. e chan- 
nel where the accident occurred is 
difeult to navigate in the finest wea- 
ther, but Johnson was an experienced 
boatman, and knew how to dodge the 
shifting sands in the bay. It is 
thought he must have Reon driven by 
a squall on to the san 
years ago a fishing boat wag lost at 
the same place when making the 
sare passage. Seven of the missing 
men are married. 

Inquest Story. 
—At the inquest evidence was given 
by Thos. Gardiner, skipper of the 
second boat, whe stated that John- 
sen’s boat was not so good as his, and 
he would not have had so many pas- 
sengers in his hoat. The boats were 
not licensed, but were simply regis- 
tered fishing-boats. Johnson’s was an 
old boat in fair econdition.—Peter 
Butler, a guide ovor sands, said John- 
son was an experienced fisherman, 
but his boat was not fit to carry more 
thon 8 or 9. He-had mentioned about 
the heat and deceased had intended 
getting a new one, but being war time

HUGE POST-OFFICE FIGURES, - 


Mr. Illingworth, Postmaster-Gene- 
tal, may be pre things, but he is 
not an orator, neither has he the gift 
of making a speech either vivid or 
illuminating, yet the tale he had to 
unfold with regard to the war-time 
work of the Post Office was in many 
respects remarkable. He asked for 
£10,141,304 to run his department, and 
éaid that the weekly military post 
—mainly to Frane — comprised 
10,000,000 letters and 950,000 parcels. 
There had been a considerable in- 
erease in the post to prisoners of war 
and those ee in neutral coun- 
tries. The letters last year -were 
89,000 a week. They were now 116,000, 
and parcels also had increased from 
85,000 per week a a certain period 
of last year to 126,000 at present. 

War Bonus of £54,000,000. 
An outstanding feature of the year 
had been the increased cost in the 
working of the Post Office. The bonus 
which had already been granted cost 
sone £54,000,000 per annum; and 
cther extra charges had nezessuarily to 
be incurred. That made it necessary 
to ineréase the charges for Post Office 
services. The automatic teiephone 
ad not been developed to the extent 
one would like, The Leeds automatic 
telephone exchange was the largest 
automatic exchange in Europe, ĉon- 
taining 6,800 lines, and its ultimate 
capacity would be somewhere in the 
region of 15,000. There was no doubt 
that after the war telephone develop 
ment in tlis respect would be vefy 
considerable, = i 

Air Raid Warnings. 

For air raid warnings from 10,000 to 
20,000 telephone calls are required. 
Volunteers were called for from the 
staff to assist in this work, and 32 
telephone operators have received the 
British Empire medal in this connec- 
tion.

Continuo to thin all crops that, require 
it; neglect in this respect will, cause 
malformed roots, also if left overctowded 
too long those eventually Left-cannot at- 
tain so near perfection. TU 

Marrows and outdoor cucumpersishould 

lanted as soon as possible now. If 
lack of time er materials preclude the 
proper preparation of a good bed lighten 
the soil by the aid of any weeds, grass 
mowings, leaves, or decayed rubbish 
generally. : 
In many localities, fruit trees, etc., are 
infested with green or black’ aphis. 
Vigorous syringing with strong soapy 
water should be- carried out,:or, better 
still, use one of the non-poisonous insecti- 
cides, such as Abol. Thesé, pests are 
easily killed by persistent treatmént. 

If seeds of cabbage, savoy, broccoli, ete., 
havo been sown too thickly, resulting in 
overcrowded weer draw out some of 
the strongest and plant them out about 
5 or 6in. apart in well-prepared soil to 
strengthen before finally planting them 
out. Those remaining will fhen be able 
to develop unhampered. 

It dry weather continues water and 
liquid manure should be given to peas, 
beans, etc., but specially the former, to 
ald them to produce well-filled pods. As 
the latter rows require support, provide 
the necessary sticks‘and draw earth to 
the base of the stems. ; 

Keep a sharp look out for the first signs 
of black fiy on broad beans, and pinch 
out the infested tops as seon as noticed. 
If done carefully the files are prevented 
from working down to the crop below. 

Earth up the main crop of potatoes as 
soon as the top is well grown. On heavy 


34 | soil make the ridge of soil rather pointed 
j to throw off heavy rains when they come, 


but when dealing with light soil the re- 
yerse should be done; that is, the ridge 
should be flat topped to catch all rain and 
moisture possible. 

Continue to thin the spring-sown onions 
as soon as they require it and keep them 
scrupulously free from weeds. Unless 
specially large bulbs are wanted do not 
thin. too severely, for moderate-sized 
bulbs will be found to be better keepers. 
. If a late sowing of peas is contemp ated 
choose one of the first or second earlies 
and get the seed in at once, for later on in 
the summer drought may be too much for 
them unless water can be given. 

If cucùmbers are wanted for the pickle 
bottle sow a few seeds of one of the small 
ridge types on a prepared mound or two, 
or on a ridge. A-few plants will provide 
plenty of small fruit useful for the pur- 

50. 

In the absence of rain all cauliflowers 
and other small plants put out recently 
should be given water at intervals unttfi 
y are growing freely, If not a few days 
of hot sunshine will check them severely. 

The main sowing of turnips can still be 
made, on a fairly moist situation if possi- 
ble. Give water if necessary to.get the 
seed to germinate well, and dust the 
young plants with old soot as soon as they 
are a fair size. 

Where strawberry plants can bo well 
watered and fed a heavier crop of finer 
fruit will be obtained, though this year 
the season will not be a very long one for 
them unless the present dry conditions 
alter. 

It is not likely this year that many will 
be favoured with an over heavy frult sup- 
ply.. Most reports point to the opposite, 
but if any trees are noticed to be over- 
loaded the fruit should be judiciously 
thinned to make the best of the crop. 

Look out and overhaul any netting that 
has been stored away for the winter. That 
not already in use will be required 
for the protection of strawberry. beds, 
currant bushes, €tc, against the ravages 
of. birds. z 

Any weeds overlooked now will rapidly 
form seed! heads and make endless work 
later on, so ply the hoe vigorously and let 
not one escape.

These are now growing vigorously and 
will need fairly frequent attention in the 
matter of removal of side shoots and sup- 
porting the growth made.

Developing the Chicks. 

One of the most important factors;in 
chick development is the serving of fod 
from darly morn till the sun sets, and at 
regular times throughout the day. The 
chick that has to fret for its breakfast 
never develOps into an adult physically 
strong enough to produce a profitable 
number of eggs. Those who-cannot man- 
age to feed their broods soon after sun- 
rise will do well to leave some chick feed 
on the fecding-boards or in the troughs 
overnight—that is, if such food can be 
protected where birds’ and mice are 
troublesome. It is a good plan to have 
small covered in and wire-fronted runs 
attached to the coops, and to make use o 
these for the safeguarding of 
down. for the chicks. Such contrivances 
will keep the little ones protected from 
heavy rains, but in the event of dry,

Signs of Good Layers. 
When hens have thick necks and large 
heads, and the latter are possessed of 


when such hens leave the roosting-house 
late in the morning and present a lethar- 
gic appearance instead of hurrying away 
over the range in search of food, one may 
conclude that be belong to the unpro- 
lific order. Good layers are early risers, 
and have -no inclination to idle time 
away near the roosting-house, but hurry 
away to the range in search of insects and 
herbage.

ture may not rise to the danger-point 
during the hottest part of the day,—Move 
coops and foster-mothers operated on 
eee land to fresh sites daily to ensure a 
resh supply of insects for the broods,— 
The best preventive or cure for the 
feather-eating habit among fowls is con- 
stant exercise for the latter.—Keep drink- 
ing vessels well supplied with water, as a 
curtailment of the latter means a curtil- 
mënt of the egg supply.—Select for stock 
the ducklings that have made rapid 
rowth.—The 2 hardiest breeds of fowls 
or clay land and exposed runs are the 
Rhode Island Reds and the Buff Rocks.
